In fact I know of no 
school where he could be assigned south of the 56th base line where 
he would receive a salary commensurate with his qualifications. 
Whitefish Lake, where another Anglican teacher is required, would 
have been ideal except that there is already a single female teacher 
there,leaving the problem of accommodation, and also the area is 
just south of the 56th base line. I should say that Mr. Gulliver 
made a very good first impression. He is awaiting advice as to the 
salary which he would receive.

He is President of the Southern 
Local of the Alverta Teachers Association and is Principal of a six- 
room school at Irvine. Last year you corresponded with him regard- 
ing the Procket school and also advised him that you might later 

be in a position to offer him a principalship at the Hobbema Day 
School. Mr. Smith stated that there appeared to be two major 
obstacles standing in the way of our obtaining good and sufficient 
teachers for the Indian Service (e) as an example, if a first-class 
teacher with ten years' experience applies for a position, invariably

is placed in the Grade Three selary bracket for the sixth 

year, that is $2280.00. Mr. Smith states that it would be 
preferable if he could be placed in the bracket for the 

tenth years; (b) teachers with considerable experience in 

Alberta schools have naturally built up a sizeable credit 

in thelr teacher's retirement or superannuation fund. When 

such teachers enter the Indian Service they have only one 
alternative and that is to accept a cash settlement for their 
credit in this Fund. If some method could be found to have this 
credit transferred to the Dominion Civil Servants' Superannuation 
Fund, thus giving the teachers credit for tieir years of service 
in Provincial schools, we would have less difficulty in obtain- 
ing first-class teachers.

class.In the afternoons the principal had to 
take on the class, 

This is not an isolated condition. 
It happens in so many of our schools.Could you 
not give a year or two to this work? 
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I expect that Lytton would be your 
nearest echool but there three in Southern 
Alberta,-at Cardston, Brocket and Gleishen.I have 
visited all three of these schools.You would! be 
making a wonderful contribution to the work of 
the church if you would do sowething like this. 
It is hard work,I know,out no church work is 
easy. 
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There must be great changes ink the 
college since you were a student.Have you been 
back to Toronto recently*There are thirty-two 
students and. five of them have their degrees 
from universities.We have two houses and a new 
wing is now being built between the two.We 
shall have a fine place when this is finished.

As 
the Department is aware, it is very difficult to secure the services 
of Teachers with Catholic affiliations for the schools of this province. 
Any action which the Department is able to take towards filling this 
need will be greatly appreciated. 
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The following list and description will perhaps 
assist the Department in meeting this need. Only schools where it 
is now known vacancies will occur have been listed and it is antioip- 
ated that other vacancies will become known at a later date: 
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1. MORICETOWN: This will be a new 2-room school the construction 
of which, 1t is expected, will start shortly. The present Teacher, 
Miss Joan Adams, i: Protestant and has been employed only until 
the end of the present term. Two Teachers will therefore be re- 
quired at this point. The school is located on the Northern branch 
of the C.NeR. about 20 miles West of the white community of Smithers. 
Smithers is a town with a population of approximately 1000. Moricetown 


2. OKANAGAN: A second room will be added to this school in September. 
80 will then consist of two separate buildings, each with 
living quarters. It is located some 16 miles from Vernon, to which 
it is connected by a good road. The present Teachers are both 
unqualified and should be replaced for the term commencing September 
1951. 








3. IRISH CREEK: This is a new one-room school with attached living 
quart Tocated 10 miles from Vernon on the same Reserve as 
the Okanagan schoole One Teacher will be required. 


4. INKAMEEP: A new one-room school is now under construction at 
this point which will replace the very unsatisfactory building 
now being used. The work of the present teacher is unsatisfactory 
and he should be replaced. 


ROCHER DEBOULE: It is anticipated that it will be possible to 
abandon the use of the rented log building with the construction 
of @ new one-room school with attached Teacherage. The materials 
for this building are already on hand in the Babine Agency. The 
present Teacher, Mr. George Thiessen, is an excellent Teacher who 
has given complete satisfaction to the Department. He is, however, 
a Protestant and if a satisfactory replacement can be secured he 
should be transferred to a Protestant school. I would not suggest 
this transfer if I were not confident that the new school will be 
built, otherwise it would be difficult to retain the services of 
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a satisfactory Teacher in view of the disgraceful condition of the 
existing building. The Rocher Deboule school is located three 
miles from the white commumity of Hazelton to which it is conn- 
ected by a good road. 
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NESKAINLITH: The Department will recall correspOndence concerning 
work of Sister Patricia and Mr. Davey's recommendation that 
ie be transferred to some school outside this Province. It is 
anticipated that the Department will be acting upon this recommend- 
ation which will create a vacancy for one Teacher at this point. 
The Neskainlith School is located approximately six miles from 
Chase. The building was constructed in 1949. 


It will be noted from the above that at least eight 
Catholic Teachers will be required in this province. . 


If the appointment of an Inspector for the Maritime 


Provinces has not been made, it is suggested that Msg. Mackey at 
Shubenacadie be contacted, although this office would prefer to secure 
teachers through Departmental officials.

At the time your wire was received at this 
office, I was absent, visiting the Marie River group of Indians, 
investigating the possibilities of a school at this point, 
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The Marie River group of Indians belong to 
Slave Band 2 af Fort Simpson, N.W.T, amd reside 45 miles up the 
Mackenzie River from Fort Simpson, at a point known as Marie River, 
There are approximately twelve families in this group, who have 
resided at this point for many years, They have always operated on 
a co-operative basis and at the present time are requesting schooling 
facilities for the fifteen children of their group. 


With regard to a request for a school of this 
groupof Indians, I wish to advise that in the 1951-52 estimates ian 
allottement was requested for the purpose of erecting a school at this 
point, and a further recommendation in this regard was forwared by our 
Regional Supervisor, Mr, G.H, Gooderham, to the Superintendent of 
Education, in letter File: 142/16-3 dated September 18, 1950. We are 
also in rechipt of copy of correspondence addfessed to the Northern 
Administration, Dept. of Resources lind Development, File 42135-93 
dates December 22, 1950, wherein it is stated that this matter should 
be discussed at a meeting of the sub-cownittee on education of the 
Northwest Territories Council, To date we have had no further wort 
on this matter,

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oO At the present time we have an excellent opportunity of obtaining 
the services of Miss Teresa Carterette, a student of anthropology at the 
University of Chigago. Miss Carterette came tod this country for the 
purpose of studying our local Indians, She has studied social education 
and is presently writing a thesis for her master's degree in anthropology. 
She is a United States citizen and it would appear tat she is well fitted 
for the teaching duties that would be required at this point. 


The Ind&ans of Marie River group are making all arrangements 
for this year at least, to supply housing Zacilies and schoolroom space 
for the stasting of the school for their children, As can be seen, we 
would receive at least one year's schooling for the children of this group 
with very little cost to the Department other than the salary of Miss 
Carterette, As she is a citizen of the United States it is believed that 
salary therefore would have to be paid on a monthly koucher basis, As she 
would be assuming all welfare duties of this group, I would suggest that 
a salary of $200,00 per month, without Northern Allowance, be allowed, 


As stated previously, there¢g are fifteen children in this group 
of school age and we have been as sured that the daily attendance for the 
school year would be at least twelve, The Marie River group of Indians are 
industrious and are attempting to be very self reliant. We cannot stress 
too strongly our pecommendation in starting a school at this point by ob 
taining the services of Miss Cartdrette as schoolteacher, 
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We realize that dup to the latemess of the season it is impossible 
to obtain the necessary textbooks etc., for the starting of this school, from 
Ottawa, however if the Department concur in the hiring of Miss Carterette as 
teacher, ww will attemp to obtain textbooks and other necessary supplies 
from the surplus on hand at our other Indien Day Schools throughout the 


Agency.

In our correspondence of July of last year, concerhx® 
ing Mr. Clarence J. Bernard's and my application for po- \/ 
sitions in the Indian schools, you were extremely kind; and 
to support your confidence, I should like to tell you of a 
new development since that time--one of which you, in 
charge of educational work, might at least wish to know. 


Harrison Shorthand (first Copyrighted in the Dominion) 
is becoming academically kmown throughout all Canada. It 
is the subject, as you have probably already noticed, of a 
series of 15 articles currently appearing in the Canadian 
High News (which has the largest circulation of any high- 
school paper in the language). There were 2,100 new sub- 
seribers (more than 6,000 new readers) last week in Winni- 
pog alone. 
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The present articles have to do with "Shorthand for 
Personal Note-taking"; but you will be interested to know 
these are presently to appear in the form of a manual, too. 
You may wish to know, also, that the use of the system is 
not confined to personal note-taking; rather, it is also 
available for complete secretarial and reporting training.

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The inclosed bulletin will give the background, na- 
ture, and claims of Harrison Shorthand; and if you would 
like further information on the system, at any time, it 
would always be a pleasure to send it to you. 


I have another reason for writing to you, Mr. Neary:

In answer to your request for further information concerning 
Harrison Shorthand, it is a pleasure to submit these data for your 
consideration: 


Bacxground of Harrison Shorthand 


Twenty years were spent in the conscientious teaching of the 
principai systems of shorthand on all levels (including that in which 
you are most interested). This included one entire year, in teachers’ 
college, in specific research into the relative merits of five of the 
prevailing systems. Three of these were taught in regular class work, 
side by side but in separate classes; two were taught in research 
groups organized for tnat spec purpose. All relevant conditions 
were rigidly controiled as far circumstances would then (and proba- 
bly ever would) permit. ; 


The results of this research (the report on which brought out- 
standing commendation from the Goveequent) wave all, when favorable, 
incorporated into tne construction of darrison Shorthand; an equally 
serious effort was made to avoid all weaknesses that had been shown. 


Nature of Harrison Shorthand 


Only three points need be considered in the objective evaluation 
of any shorthand hr that is, its ease of learning, its essential 
speed, and its essential legibility. 


"Ease of learning" must not be at the expense of snorsrseing the 
acquisition of an adequate and thoroughly-mastered vocabulary. he 
ease of learning of Harrison Shorthand is not achieved in this way; 
rather, it rests upon (1) the comparative simplicity of its theory, 
(2) the ready availability of longhand transcripts (side by side with 
all shorthand material), and (3) the fact that the text is not merely 
the presentation of a system, but that it is also a course of study, 
with specific directions to the student and teacher as to what is to 
be done (and not to be done) every step of the way.

That of Flin 
Flon is for the year 1952-53, and is likely to be increased in 
1955-54, The schedule for The Pas is the revised schedule which 
will go into effect in 1955-54. ‘The general trend in salaries will 
be upward again this year in Manitoba; greatly increased provincial 
grants have made this possible. Schools which do not follow the 
trend in offering increased salaries will find themselves under a 
great handicap in competing for the better teachers. The importance 
of securing competent staff for your Indian schools cannot be 
overemphasized. 

In the North, where costs of travel are high, I have found if 
of help in securing teachers to offer as an added inducement free 
transportation, at least one way, to thir schools, Nearly all 


of the outlying districts in my field, have at my suggestion, 


adopted the foregoing policy with cood results. The more remote the 
-over- 
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v 


school the greater t:.e importance of doing something to at least 





partially defray costs of travel. 

In my view, an adequate library is only second in 
importance to competent staff. When a new school is built 
there should be a large initial expenditure for library of at 
least one hundred dollars. ‘Thereafter, an expenditure of rifty dollars 
per room is suggested. The choice of books is extremely important 
for Indian children. It is also important that when ordered, the 
pooks should be available. Jo not know whether you have a library 
staff taking care of the foregoing work or not, but the service which

a competent library staff could give would be invaluable. 
Most teachers make use of the library requisition privileges. 
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A few make no use of them, and others not to the fullest extent. It 
occurs to me that if the January bulletin carried the suggestion that 
salary cheques for March would be payable only after the library 


requisition had been received that the problem would be resolved 
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quite readily. 
¥rom our various discussions, I know that we are agreed upon 


the need for Practical arts courses for the older pupils; also on 
the advisability of utilizine Visual aids, radio programmes, and 
the gramophone wherever possible. I am glad to note that some 
headway has been made in regard to these things, and that greater 


progress lies ahead. 








Occasionally I find a teacher of long experience and of con- 
siderable teaching ability teaching on a Grade I certificate. 
Where the work of such teachers has been successful over a con- 
siderable period, I would suggest that 1t might be in order to 
raise the classification for salary purposes. a case in point 
would be that of irs. Ann Graffin at Oxford House. If it is 
possible to do so without violating the regulations, I would be 
quite willing to suggest that urs. Graffin be given a Grade II 
Certificate. 

In the course of my inspection work, I have noted that 
there is some very good singine done at many or the Indian Schools. 
It occurs to me that perhaps it might be possible to have such a 
group as the Boys Choir at Cross Lake R. U. Residential School 
take part in the Musical Festival at The Pas next year. I know 
that they would acquit themselves well, and would be welcomed at 
The Pas. 

In regard to Curriculum, the createst problem in Indian 


schools is to achieve a satisfactory standard of oral and written 


expression, This will take a great deal of time and patience, , but 


I feel that progress is being made. 

I am particularly pleased to note the attempt being made 
to staff your schools with competent teachers. This, of course, 
is the most immediate way of raising standards in your schools, 


It is also worthy of note that there is a gvadually increasing 
-over- 
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« és 
ale of students availing themselves of the opportunity to take 


advanced academic training. This is an encouraging feature. In 

the long run the success of this venture will be largely determined 
by the degree of success in placing students who have taken such 
training in suitable employment. as racial prejudice still exists, 
part of the problem lies in eliminatins this barrier. very student 
of an Indian school who goes out from school, and makes a success 

of something worthwile is helping to make it that much easier for 
the next who follows, 

It has been a pleasure to inspect the Indian schools in 
this Division during the past six years, and to note the progress 
which is being made. I should like to congratulate you on it. 

I trust that the foregoing observation may be of some 
assistance to you.

Indian Affairs has paid bonus at at rate of $150 each 
to Indian day school teachers. This practice was confirmed 
by Orders in Council dated 11th November, 1922, (P.C. 2341) 
and 2lst June, 1924, (P.C. 1036). 


Order in Council dated 6th May, 1925,(P.C. 1/712) 
ovided new ranges of compensation with a view to the 

iscontinuance of the cost of living bonus. Section B. of 
Section 11 of Civil Service Regulations re bonus and salary, 
approved by this Order in Council, appears to be sufficient 
authority for adding $150 to the salary of each teacher and 
I propose, with your approval, to make payments for the June 
quarter at the new rate. 


I understand that Miscellaneous Vote No. 492 (which 
provides, subject to the approval of the Treasury Board, for 
Salaries, reclassification, revision, promotions and increases) 
includes the item which was placed in our Supplementary 
Estimates to care for this increase to Indian day school 
teachers. At the end of the fiscal year, arrangements will 
have to be made for a transfer from this Vote to Indian 
Education of the funds necessary to pay such increase.

I have made a of Woymente that hive been made 
to teachers of Indian da hboolN upon retirement, The Depart- 
ment hae decided that, wh®reae they appear to be in the clave 
known as ‘temporary Civil Servants’, they are not sligible for 
guperennuation under the 1924 Act. (See file #12918), 


T have lesened thet in the past there have been payment 
of gratuity or cetiring ollowance in the case of 9 teachers. (sec 
list attached), The amounts of the payments varied from 2 to 
monthe' ealsary. Vouohere were prepared showing that the payments 
were retiring »llowaness or gratuities, No authority wae secured 
other than that of the Deputy Superintendent General, and on one 
Or t«0 occasions that of the Hon, the Minister, The Auditor 
General to my knowledge =< and I have carefully exnmined the files - 
hae never questioned these payments, 





It woe tne Department's wish to give a gratuity in the 
Case of the teacher ef the Skwah Indian School, who suffered from 
illehe 1th,during the lact few months ot his inoumbency, and died 
during tie summer monthe, Mr. Paget and uc, MacKenzie are of the 
Opinion that authority is necessary before any payment of more 
then 2 months' salary can be piven. I ‘phoned Mr. Douglas, of 
the Auditor General's Department, and he concurs in this opinion, 


On ot least three oocasions (see diet attached), teachers 
of Indien day schools, who hive given long service, have been 
granted not only two months’ gratuity but an annuity, Authority 
of Hia Excellency in Council wae secured for each of these actions,

SICK LSAVE FOR TEACHERS, INDIAN DAY SCHOOLS. 


Memorandum: 


I have had conversations with both the 
Civil Service Commission and the Auditor General, 
with reference to sick leave for long term 
temporary employees. I find that Section 65 of 
the Civil Service Regulations indicates that 
permanent and temporary employees are subject to 
the same regulations in this matter. Sick leave 
is at the rate of 14 days per month of continuous 
service and is cumulative. 


The undetermined status of "Teacher - 
Indian Day School", of course, makes it impossible 
for the Civil Service Commission or the Auditor 
General to rule in the matter, but it is under- 
stood that the Deputy Minister may give this 
leave, up to six months, in any fiscal year, on 
the production of satisfactory evidence of 
disability (Sec. 67).

nae in the case of vacancies to make the nomination of a 
suitable person to the Department. 


In the case of schools, such as Split Lake and Hollow- 
water River, the change will somewhat complicate the payment 
of salaries due the teachers since they receive stipend at 
a specific rate from our headquarters of which the salary 
given by the Department forms a part, they could of course 
give me the power of attorney and direct payment to be made 
as formerly. If the method you advise becomes operative at 
the end of this month cheques from your office would hardly 
reach either teacher as the spring break-up is due and mails 
will be interrupted for at least a month. 


One advantage of the former method of paying through 
the Church authorities is the fact that the payments of 
the department in support of Indian Education in the Day 
Schools of the Missions are published in the annual financi- 
al statements of the Church and credit is thus given the 
Indian Department of the Dominion Government for the valu- 
able help thus given. 


Kindly let me know the course you finally decide 
\ upon and keep me informed as to your payments if made di- 
rect so that I may adjust our payments accordingly.

I did not reply immediately to your communication 
of April 9th concerning this matter, because I wanted to discuss it 
with the Indian and Oriental Committee of the Board of Home Missions,

Rightly or wrongly, there is a growing feeling on the 
part of our missionaries and their representatives on the Board that 
the Government plans to take away from the Missionary Societies of the 
Churches the right to nominate teachers for Indian Day Schools. This 
feeling is very pronounced and excecdingly vocal over our whole British 
Columbia Conference. We had before us a very strong resolution which 
was passed by the British Col Conference last May. After due con- 
sideration, the Committee reco ed a resolution which is copied 
he: th, and it was unanimously adopted by the Boards- 


"That we re-affirm our conviction that it is in the inter- 
ests of both the educational and missionary work on Indian 
Missions that the Church should retain the right to nomin- 
ate teachers for Indian Day Schools, and that the Secretaries 
be asked to call a Conference with other Churches engaged in 
Indian work, with a view to making representations to the 
Department of Indian Affairs asking for assurance that no in- 
fringement of this right is contemplated. 


"We further recommend that the teachers nominated should pos- 
sess the following qualifications: 


{2} Must be missionary minded. 

2) Must have adequate professional qualifications. 

(3) Must be old enough to appreciate the problems in- 
volved in living on an Indian Reserve. 

{8} Must be able to work harmoniously with others. 

5) Must, preferably, be members of the United Church 
of Canada.'! 


There are some difficulties, so far as our method of 
administration is concerned, in acceding to the request of the Depart- 
ment. The fact that you have decided to pay day school teachers

custom to pay them monthly no matter how long we had to wait for the 
Department's cheque. It takes out of our hands entirely the deter- 
mination of the salary which is to be paid. For example, when I 
raised with you a year ago the question of the salary of Miss Frances 
Patterson, who was being appointed to Port Simpson, I was told that 
it was impossible for the Goverhment to increase it because of a cer- 
tain Order-in-Council. By re-arranging salaries in two or three 
places in British Columbia, we were able to pay Miss Patterson on a 
basis commensurate with her experience and teaching ability. That 
she has already completely transformed the Port Simpson Day School 
is proof om of her appointment. 


In addition, a good many of the teachers in the list 
which you enclosed are missionary-teachers. For some strange reason, 
which I have never been able to understand, the Department of Indian 
Affairs discriminates against a missionary-teacher in the setting of 
his salary - no matter how well qualified he may be otherwise. In 
spite of the fact that in the last four years we have changed the 
status and qualifications of more than two-thirds of our teachers, 
and in spite of the fact that these missionary-teachers to-day are 
either experienced teachers in middle life or university graduates, 
with technical educational training, the Department still continues 
to set the salaries on a lower scale, and the Board of Home Missions 
has to give a very considerable additional amount in most cases, in 
order to obtain their services. 


If it is merely a matter of getting a statement from 
each of our teachers that they prefer to be paid through this office, 
that will be comparatively easy to obtain. If the Treasury Board 
insists that the cheques must be made out henceforth in the name of 
the individual, then I do not see why our office should not be the 
post office address of these teachers, and we could add the additional 
amount which we find it necessary to pay them in order to secure workers 
of their calibre. 


I hope to be in Ottawa on Thursday and will be glad to 


discuss this matter with you at length. We have no desire to be 
obstinate, but the situation so far as we are concerned is decidedly 


awkward.

Paul's Hostel: Average attendance should be 18.13, 
P Overpaid 53 cents. 
Alert Bay: Page 8 adds to 14046 instead of 13956 
resulting in an underpayment of $37.49. 
vA Port Simpson: ‘he payment would appear to be $992.53 
instead of $986.66, Underpaid $5.67. 
St. Mary's: Page 1 adds to 2138 ins tead of 2158, Wo 
overpayment however as per capita at 125 only. 
ort Resolution: Adds to 5718 instead of 3717. 
Apparently underpaid $924.38. / 


It would appear that many of these errors in the 
first instance were made by the achool authorities resulting 
ina loss of revenue to themselves. I would suggest that 
you impress on them the desirability of correct returns from 
their standpoint as well as from that of the Department.

It wold help us in a calculation we are making on 
the trend of earnings in the teaching profession as a whole.

MEMORANDUM: 


Dre HeWe McGill, 
Dir. of Indian Affairs Branche 


When the Estimates for next fiscal year 
were under consideration in your absence shortly after the 
new year, the Minister at one time considered the possi- 
bility of making a general cut in the salaries of all Day 
School teachers. The reason for this was that he thought 
the Indian Day School teachers were paid on the whole a 
much higher salary than teachers in rural white schools. 
The suggestion was not put into effect as the reductions 
were made in other places. The Minister, however, suggested 
that the question of the salaries of Day School teachers 
should be given further consideration for the purpose of 
seeing whether it might not be possible to effect economies, 
and at the same time make them more in line with similar 
salaries paid elsewhere. 


I am returning herewith the report of the 
Research Committee of the Manitoba Teachers! Federation for 
the academic year 1958-59. You will notice that the average 
salary for the year 1938-359 was $559.60 and that the for 
year 1937-358 the average was only $515.26. These are cer- 
tainly much lower than the average salaries of the Indian 
Day School teachers, although it is possible that the latter's 
period of service each year is longer. 


The Minister thought it might be wise to 
consider establishing different classes for our teachers 
based, among other things, on the average number of pupils, 
the location of the school, the grades taught therein and 
the period of teaching, taking !nto consideration at the 
same time whether they are provided with living accommodation. 


Will you please give the above consideration 
and let me have a full report for the information of the 
Minister.

A comparison with a similar report compiled from returns on last year's Rural 
Questionnaire (1937 - '38) reveals but little change. ‘“hereas, in last year's report 
45.3 per cent of teachers had been but one year in their present school, this year's 

report shows that figure as 40.8 - a slight betterment in the situation. 













Again, this year's report also shows a slight betterment in years of total exper- 
dence; 11.8 per cent of teachers having a total of one year's experience compared with 
18.0 per cent last year, 








With regard to the number of teachers employed during the 5-year period this year's 
report indicates a very slight improvement in the situation. 








It should be pointed out, however, that in all cases mentioned, the figures in- 
dicating differences are so small that they are barely significant,

There is nothing very startling about my findings. However, I do believe 
that a study of 400 rural school questionnaires taken at random givesa fairly acourate 
picture of the situation in Manitoba, To enable you to check this statement I took 
the privilege of tabulating two other items on the questionnaire for the sampling that 
I studied. I refer to questions 2d-(a) and 4a. Incidentally, I made some use of the 
information in arriving at my findings which I list herewith:

You will note so the number of 
ndian day school tea chers employed in each of the 
provinces. These teachers sre classified and placed in 
the salary brackets allowed by thin Depsrtwent. T regret 
to say that in the case of the province of Cuebec we ve 
been unable at this dete to secure o stotement of the 
salaries pai¢ to public school teachers. 
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In a discussion relating to the es lortes 
that should be paid Indian dey school teacher 
be too careful to keen in mind a nusber of 
have @ direct bearing on the matter. 
Indian day schools is important. The officials of the 
United Church have on more than one occasion protested 
vigorously against the refusal of the Department to pay 
the transportation costs of the teachers nominated by

the United Chureh for service at Indian day schools in 
outlying districts. These officials have pointed out 
that transportation costs to a number of these schools 
amount to $200. It is my understanding that in man: 
cases this amount is advanced by the Missionary Societies 
and later refunded at the rate of so much per month b 
the teachers. Indian day school teachers, unlike public 
1 chers, do not cualify for superannuation allov- 
are eooeee’ to dismissal at 65. Our sehool 
teachers and the Teachers! Federation of the province of 
Saskatchewan have recently petitioned the Department to 
make provision for a teachers! sunerannustion fund. The 
obstacles, however, standing in the way of the creation 
of such a fund are in my judgment almost insurmountable. 





In diseussi Indian edministration on a 
number of reserves with Indian agents who have visited 
Ottawa during the last two or three years, I have been 
deeply impressed by the assistance our Indien agents are 


able to secure from our school t hers, “here an Indian 
agent lives 50 or 60 or 100 mile wm Bay a@ reserve, he

invariably communicates with the teacher in respect to 
relief allowances, complaints that have reached him from 
the Indians, the receipt of medical and other supplies, 
the best date or dates for the payment of treaty allow- 
ances, etc. ‘e are not now makinz, nor have we at any 
time made, an allowance to teachers to cover the cost 

even of postage and other incidental expenses inseperable 
from these services, The emphasis that we are now placing 
on vocational instruction, carpentry work elementary 
agriculture and hand-loom weaving, etc. is imposine 
additional burdens upon our teachers. ir. Robertson has 
been insisting for a couple of years that only married 
teachers be employed and employed on the understanding that 
the man will assist in the promotion of agrieulture on the 
reserve and that his wife will engage in the organization 
of women's clubs, etc. One of the most encouraging features 
of Indian administration at this date is in my itqeeet in 
evidence at Indian dey schools where an increasingly large 
number of teachers have pod Mid bo tae eget te cow Mh 
direction from the artment orga! extra cur 
activities on the Bs mk References to these activities 


and their - 
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and their success appeared from time to time in the monthly 
reports of the Superintendent of Yelfare and Training. 


It should be borne in mind also that Indian 
p= 4 schools are not subject to the same inspection as 
public se s, for the simple reason thet many of them 
are almost inaccessible. This means that ve are almost 
wholly dependent on the ability and willingness of the 
teacher in charge of the school to give of his or her best 
without direction or ithout the oversight ordinarily 
exercised by the trustees and inspectors in the case of 
public schools. 


Drastic reductions have taken place in the 
salaries paid public school teachers during the period of 
the depression. The salaries paid in the case of a number 
of the provinces went far below the statutory minimum existing 
in such yreeenee with respect to waitresses, dish washers 
and the lowest classes of unskilled labour. At the same time 
the provincial educationel authorities have been steadily 
elevating academic and professional standing, vith the result 


that ina ot many of the provinces now a teacher must have 


completed first year Arts or its equivalent, plus one year 
in normal school, plus three summer courses at a recornized 
summer school, before he or she can qualify for a permonent 
certificate. The result is exactly what one be expect: 
Canads is now confronted with a shortave of fully auslified 
teachers and in two of the provinces - Alberta and British 
Columbia - ‘his shortage has become quite acute. “e are not 
vitally concerned rith the province of Albertu, as we have 
only one day school in that province, but we are unable at 
this date to secure the teachers ne ary to conduct our 
schools in the province of Sritish bia. Commissioner 
Mackay, in a letter to the Department dated January 19, 1940, 
statest "The second teacher has not been thus far secured for 
Gitladamix, and Pishop Rix informed me yesterday that he is 
continuing to make inquiries for a suiteble teacher but at 
the moment had no one whom he coul¢ nominate. I may say 
that every effort is being made to secure qualified teachers 
for the existing vacancies in our Indian schools, «11 of 
which happen to be in the diocese of Caledonia. The Provin- 
cial Department of Education been asked to assist, but 
owing to the searcity of ph me | qualified teacher the 
province is faced with a similer problem to our own and is 


not <- 
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not at present in a position to help." 


The Minister of Education for the province 
of Alberta, in his 193° report, on page 6, states: “For 
the first time in years, a distinct shortage of teachers 
was experienced during the summer and fall of 1938. ith 
an inerease in registrations st our normal schools 
however, it 13 our hope that supply an¢ demand wiif come 
into balance again." My prediction is that unless there 
is # substantial increase in the salaries now pai¢ to 
publie school teachers throuzhout the Dominion, we shall 
during the next tro or three years revert to the same 
conditions that existed in Canada during the last war and 
during the early twenties, In these times, provincial 
departments of education were compelled by foreeof eireun- 
stances to issue permits to at least °5% of the teachers, 
thus enabling them to teke charge of schools, despite the 
fact that they had neither the academic standing nor the 
professional cualifications to undertake such work. 
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We have no seasonal sehools at this date 
in operation in the provinces of Prince Edward Islané 
Nova Scotia, New Grunswick, Saskatchewan or Alberta, Ve 
have a fer in operation in the other provinces, fhe desir- 
ability of abandoning these schools where the enrolment 
is 10 or less is now uncer consideration. 
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The suxgestion made by the Minister and 
referred to by Mir. Jackson in the penultihate paragraph of 
his memorandum was adopted insofar as it was st all prac- 
ticable to adopt it in fixing the salaries of teachers at 
the start of the 1939-49 academic year. There are certain 
difficulties, however, that confront the of{icials when they 
attempt to adopt the suggestion in the case of certain 
schools. For example, Indian Agent Hudson recommends the 
retirement of the present teacher at the Indian Island Day 
School in New Brunswick, who has reached the age of 65, and 
the employment of s married man, who would be prepared to 
give direction to agricultural operations on the reserve 
and whose wife might be charged with the responsibility of 
eee oees the women into a worthwhile women's zroup.

The statement setting forth the salaries 
paid by all the Provinces to teachers in white rural 
schools would seem to indicate very clearly that our 
average salary is much higher, for example,

employed by the Department are all paid this sum or more. 
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Province of New Brunswick - Only 17 teachers out of 1426 
receive salary 0 or over, whereas 14 out of 15 of 
those employed by the Department receive this sum. 


Province of Ontario - Only 1990 teachers out of 5284 
receive Salary or $800 or over, whereas 86 teachers out 
of a total of 103 employed by the Department receive 
this sum or more.

The statement does not show whether any allowance 
was made for the living accommodation provided to many 
of our teachers. It is assumed the comparison was based 
on the actual cash salary paid. If so, the difference 
would be greater. 


You have set forth some good reasons why teachers 
at Indian Day Schools should be paid at a higher rate. 
It is not clear, however, that in fixing the salaries 
whether the special considerations you mention were kept 
in mind. Is it not a fact that only a small | hg gee 
of the teachers interest themselves actively in the welfare 
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of the Indians and devote a good part of their time in 
doing the kind of work, for instance, that Dre Robertson 
expects of them. If this should be true, is it not possible 
to compensate them for this extra service and at the same 


time reduce the salaries of other teachers who either be- 
cause of their lack of interest or because the school is 

so situated that they are unable to, or it is not necessary 
for them to perform such services. 


CANADA 
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It is appreciated that it may be difficult to 
arrive at a definite scale but there would appear to be 
no good reason for paying all of our teachers on a scale 
higher than the average paid by the Provinces, unless they 
are all performing services not performed by the teachers 
in white rural schools. It is suggested that further con- 
sideration might be given to exploring the possibility of 
adjusting the salaries of those teachers who are not per- 
forming such services. Perhaps it might be possible to 
fix basic rates and when extra duties are placed upon any 
of the teachers, a special allowance made for the work 
involved.

fhe last scheduled airmail trip down the Mackenzie 
for the winter season is ordinarily arranged in such a way that it 


is impossible for our schools and hospitels located north of Fort- 
Smith to have their quarterly or monthly reports mailed before the 
month of June, thus causing inconvenience to your Branch for the 
closing of the fiscal year and postponing payment of the grants at 
a very late date. The same thing occurs also in the fall, when 
reports for september quarter or september month cannot reach your 
office before or even after Xmas. 


When discussing lately verious aifairs with His Fxcel- 
lency Archbishop Breynat, he has suggested me to write you in conne- 
ction with this unfortunate situation, end he has asked me to in- 
quire whether or not you would object to our schools and hospitals 
located north of Fort Smith making their quarterly or monthly 
reports so that the lest fall and spring scheduled mail might be 
able to take them out. This would mean that reports from schools and 
hospitals would close as at the 24rd or 25th, ss may be the case, 
of March and of September, instead of closing as at the end of month 
or quarter, The next reports would of course include these few sup- 
plementary days which were omitted in the previous returns. 


This arrangement would fevor the R.C. Indian Resid- 
ential Schools of Fort Resolution, Fort Providence, Aklevik, also 
the R.C. Hospitels located et Aklavik, Fort Simpson and Fort Resol-~ 
ution. Your decision and the kind consideration you will undoubtedly 
give to our request will be greatly and gratefully appreciated.

I desire to refer to my memorandum to you 
of January 50, 1949, with respect to obtaining additional 
funds to pay the per capita grants to Indian residential 
schools for the period ended December 41, 1929. 


For the fiseal year 1959-49 an amount of 
$1,295,551.90 was votec for the payment of per capita grants. 
When the complete returns for the period were received, 
however, it was discovered that en additional amount of 
$67,662.58 was recuireé to pay the grants in full to 
December 31, 1949. This additional amount has nor been 
provided by Governor General's Warrant. 


You are no doubt aware that there is a recog- 
nized pupilage at each of our residential schools. I[t was 
the practice of the Department until the fiscal year 1929-23 
to provide in the estimates the total amount recuired to 
pay per capita grants in full and such amounts were based 
on the assumption thst each school would have its authorized 
enrolment of pupils and that the attendance would average 
@pproximately 100%. for example, the total authorized 
pees tage at all residential schools for the fiseal year 

952-355 was 7,989 and the amount required to pay the per 
Capita grant in full, $1,229,499.00. Tis was the amount 
votec. The amount actually disbursed, however, in that 
fiseal year was only %1,166,995.90. £ should state that 
it was the practice in those years to make advances to a 
number of residentiel schools from the surplus funds 
available, 


The Government, in an attempt to economize, 


decided - 
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decided in the fiscal yeer 1933-34 to vote only the amount 
sufficient to pay per capita grants on the assumption that 
the average attendance at residential schools would not 
exceed approximately 92%. For the fiscal year 19%: “34, 
while the amount recuired to pay the per capita grants in 
full was $1,189,774.90, the amount actually voted was 
$1,125,750.90. In other words, for the first time in the 
history of the Department, the amount voted was insufficient 
to meet our financial obligations to the churehes charged 
with the responsibility of operating our residential 
schools. However, inasmuch as payments had been made to 
certain residential schools in advance, it was not found 
necessary that year, or for a number of years, to ask for 
a supplementary estimate. 


No attempt has been made in recent years to 
correct this condition or to revert to the poli in force 
prior to the fiscal yeer 1932-34. TI have never been able 
to convince myself that the policy in effect since 1927-44 
is sound. The Government has a large investment in Indian 
residential schools and the principals in charge of these 
institutions should be encouraged to operate them efficiently 
and to ais not at a low average attendance but at the hizhest 
average attendance possible. 


I feel that the time has now arriveé when we 
should provide from year to year the total amount required 
to operate our residential schools on the assumption that 
these schools will have an averave attencéance of pupils of 
approximately 98%, I am sending forrard, for your infora- 
ation, memorandum submitted to me by the Superintendent of 
Welfare and Training, dated February 8, 1940, I am sending 
forward also a statement showing the authorized puptlece at 
each residential school during the year 1939 and the actual 
average pupilage during the sane year. I should like to 
éirect your attention particularly to the sumnary of this 
statement which reads as follows:

The number of orphan and 
neglected chileren for rhom provision must be mace at these 
institutions appears to have increase’ steadily during the 
depression years. 


In view of the fact that the payments for the 
quarter ended March Sl, 1940, are now due, I am anxious 
that a decision should be reached at an early date with 
respect to the amounts that should be paid. The offictals 
of the Tre avy feel that they should have specific 
instructions with respect to the policy of the Government 
in this regard before any payments for the March cuarter 
are actually made,

Should the Government decide to 
make ig ee for the care of refugees at residential 
schools, 1! am disposed to think that they would be 
likely to take over one or two schools for this purpose 
rather than send small numbers of refugee children to 
a number of schools throughout the Dominion. T‘owever, 
this is just my personal opinion. I shall be glad to 
communicate with you again in respect to the matter 
when [ em in a position to supply you with more 
definite information.
